To the Senate and House of Represent ctrves of the Stute of Alatama: 1 lay before the General 
Assembly a copy ofa letter from roe N. Stewart, Esq who holds the appointment of Repor- 
ter for the Supreme Court. From this communication it is apparent that the work which Mr 
Stewart has prosecuted with so much ability for the last two years, will have to be abandoned un- 
Jess his compensation, he increased or the mode of pahlishing the decisions of the Supreme Court 
bechauged. He bhas submitted to me a detailed. though informal statement of the expenses he 
has necessarily to incur; and J am satisfied that they very nearly equal the compensation allowed 
“him by the existing laws. He wil! be prepared to submit the same statemeni to any committee 
that may beuppointed to examiue the subject. I wouldyespectfully suggest fur your cousidera- 
tion, whether it would not be expedient to leave the whole subject to the Supreme Court, as well 
the manner in which the work should be executed as the amonnt of compensation. From their 
Situation it is more likely that they would be better able to determine as to the proper sum, than 
those wko caunot have the sam: intimate knowledge of the duties of the Reporter, or the amount

Executive DEPARTMENT, Tuscaloosa, 9th Jan. 1833. 

It ig considered highly probable that there will be a calied session of 
congress between the fourth of March next, and the succeeding ‘general 
election. Should this be the case, this State will not be represented in the 
House of Representatives. asthe period for which our members are elect- 
ed will expire on the 3dof March next. In order to guard against an event 
which might be injurious to the interests of the State, that provision be 
made by law for the election of our members of congress, in time to mect 
that body should it be convened before the period of its annual session. I 
transmit to the general assembly several resolutions adopted by the State 
of Georgia, in relation to the powers of the general government, to appro- 
priate money upon objects of internal improvement, and proposing that 
congress shall calla convention of the peopie of the United States. in order 
to effect certain amendments of the constitution.

Itappears from the 
iestimony that the paper is altogether spurious; nasuch persons being known 
as those whose names have been thus employed to defraud the Bank. 

The committee believed it to be their duty to takedown the testimony touch- 
ling this transaction in: writing, that such of the members of the General 
Assembly as might feel it to be their duty to examine it should have an op- 
portunity of so doing; and for this purpose it is filed with the cashier of 
the Bank. An examination of this paper can lead to but one cenclusio.: 
tis that Mosely Baker was the sole author of the entire fraud. 

The greatest injustice would be done to the officers of the Bank if the 
slightest insinuation were made that they are in the least to blame for these 
anortunate transactions. Mosely Baker was, at the time the frauds were cóm- 
initted, a distinguished member ot the House of Representatives from Mont- 
gomery county ;/he had been in the habit of recommending gennine paper 
tothe Bank from that and the adjoining counties; and had been eonsti- 
tuted an agent by many of his constituents for transacting their business 
wth the Bank. In the language of ene of the witnesses, ‘Ie was of 
hgh standing and had heavy banking transactions to attend to for the pea- 
ale of his district of country.
